Although  there  were  no  serious  outbreaks  of  infectious  diseases  during  the 
year  the  number  of  deaths  in  the  area  (43)  was  again  higher  than  the  number 
of  births  (35),  and  the  adjusted  death  and  birth  rates  compare  imfavourably 
with  those  for  the  remainder  of  England  and  vales. 

The  advent  of  new  industries  to  the  area  could  do  much  to  correct  this 
and  halt  the  unfavourable  trend  in  the  population  statistics. 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  the  iramunisation  figures  for  infajits  in  the 
area  are  exceptionally  good,  and  the  mothers  of  the  Town  must  be  congratulated 
on  their  fore-sight  in  this  respect.  It  is  only  by  r.:aintaining  a high 
percentage  rate  of  irj-unisation  that  the  risk  of  epidemics  of  such  killing 
diseases  as  smallpox,  diphtheria,  polionyo-litis  and  whoop.ing  cou.-ii  can  be 
avoided. 

I would  like  to  thanlc  the  Mayor,  Chairman,  Councillors  and  Officials  for 

their  help  and  kindness  in  dealing  with  the  problems  arising  in  the  area 
during  the  year.
